Ir the Government has, as we hear, just 
offered a reward of §50 to any of its subor- 
dinate officers who detect and report dond 
Jive cases of bubonie plague In the colony, 
there would appear to be some apprehen- 
slon, in official circles, of « our Island 
home” experiencing a recurrence of last 
year's terrible epidemic, And no wonder, 
secing that that festering eye-sore, the 
“ Forbidden City,” which was thoroughly 
impregnated with plague bacilli last sum. 
mer, has not yet been removed .from the 
face of the earth, elther by fire or any 
other means | 

In view of the fact that the hot 
season is setting In rapidly, and much 
earlier than usual, we submit that not a 
moment should be lost fn urifying the 
whole of the foul purlieus of Tal-ping shen 
with fire, They are certalnly nothing’ 
more hor less than a menace to the health 
of the entire community at the present 
time ; and seeing that the account with 
the late owners of the house property In 
question has been practically settled, we 
areat a loss to understand why there 
should be any further - hesitation shown 
about parting’ with what we have trom the 
first maintained is-polsonous and fostid 
rubbish, i

. SIR, —Noticing the warm Interest your orlginal 
and estimsble journal has always shown In the 
welfare of our. Asiatic population, I take the 
Mberty of enclosing you a few atgpestions 
relative to the Chinese and to Queen's College 
{n particotar, which tay nosalbly prove interest- 
{ng and appear practical In the estimation of 
your readers, 

Whlle sltting in the espactous and Imposing 
Astembly Hall-of Qucen's College recently on 
the occasion of the annus! nize distribution, 
and looking over the gathering of-more than 
a thousand bright youths of oor colony, 
mostly of Chinese ‘natfonallty, and closely 
obterving their comntenances, physique and 
bearing generally, especially those of the many 
prize-winners, I wns profoundly fmoressed with 
athought that hag long heen quietly asserting 
itsel€ tn my mind; and when fina'ly the 
Chatrman criticised the expense of thiv great 
institation, as growirg and excessive 
and “contrary to his Ideas, ae a member 
of the Retrenchment Committee, espectilly 
sloce the European attendance war smi,” 9 
feeling of asdnesn and disappointment came 
over me at the thought that thie megni“eont 
stracture and {15 preat services to the commmnity 
were to Imperfectly understood, It showed that 
there most be something radically wrong rome- 
where. Since then, inquiry hss developed that 
the European element among us {8 really 
uninstructed ‘ard maleinformed of the «reat 
actual benefit this noble {nathution ts allestly, 
yet persistently, effecting In the Co'ony, With 
all due deference to the learn'ng and wledom of 
the able Chalrman, } would fespectfally remerk 
that $28 000 a year Isa mere begatelle for this 
rich community’ to pay for the education of 
tearly twelve bundred youths; and {t- Js 
amesing bow soch *® statement could ever 
suggest itself toa thinking man, even wlihout 
close exaralnation of the queatlon, But I ¢o not 
Propose to enter here {nto n detailed justification 
of these views, since the discussion would be of 
too technical a’nature for » Newspaner article 
T shall, however, ask for space whereln to call 
attention to a few paints In support of them, and
